1. If poffible to have this Notion prove

of Hanmover, they may be divided at leaft 
in theis Opinions, about Inviting, er not 
Inviting them over; for’tis Divifion is the 
Aim of thefe People, no matter what the

2. Another defign feems plainto me, to - 


Influence, if poffible, the Princes of Hanno- 
ver, tothink the High Church their Friends, 
and to Prejudice them againft thofe that 
Oppofe this Projeét. In this Iconfefs, they 
Difcovera great deal of Weaknefs, fince they 
muft fuppofe the Princes ef Hannover, very 
Ill Inform’d of things done on this fide the 
‘World, if they fhould imagine they are to 
be eafily fo deceiv’d ; and one would hardly 
gue%s thefe People thus blinded. : 

3. If they could have gain’d this Point,

Abfolately ftruck Dead by the Queen’s 
Speech » and the Parliaments Addreffes, 
would feem to have fome Specious Ground 
to Rebuild it-upon ; if the Princes of Han- 
mover, took Part with the High Church, 
then they might perhaps expeét, the Num- 
bers of People Difoblig’d on the other hand 
would be fo Great, that when ever High 
Chugch found an Opportunity to Betray 
them, they would think themfelves able to 
Supprefs them ; they being abandon’d of 
their Friends, and Expofed to the Defigins 
of the Party— -If,on the other hand, 
they itood entirely Neuter, it would be im- 
prov’d tothe Difreputation of their Poli- 
ticks, ‘as if they were either Uncapable to 
Judge, too unfixc to Engage, or wanted 
Courage to Declare themfelv@® Thus it 
would be impoffible for the Nation, as a Pub- 
lick Aét, to Call or Invite over any of thefe 
Princes, but this Party have fome ill ufe or 
other to make of it, either to our Difad- 
vantage or theirs 3 and perhaps, hope for 
many more Inconyeniencies ghan thefe too, 
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of a fort I care not to name s for tho”

Nor can this, I think, make any Impreffi- 


on upon the lJuftrious Princes of the Houfe _ 
of Hannover, as 1 know fome expeé, as 


if the Nation were lefs in their Intereft 
,than they imagin’d ; it feems to me very 
plain, thofe chat are their Friends are not 
tor their coming over, that is, to refide 
here, at leaft not yet, even becaufe they 
are their Friends. 

The Happy State of our prefent Govern- 
ment is fuch, that the Friends to the Queen 
are all Friends to the Houfe of -Aanno- 
ver3 and the reafon is plain, becaufe the 


Settlement, by which the Queen Reigns, — 


and the Succeffion, by which thefe come 
after Her Majefty,.are both built upon the 
‘fame Foundation ; they come to us as the 
Blefing and Effeét of the fame Revoluti- 
on ; and. One of them cannot fall, 
but it Injures, Affe&s, and fhakes the other. 
Now it muft be, that here isfome Myftery 
no body underftands, that this Propofal is 
ftarted, at leajt, firjt ftarted by thole, who 
are Euemies to this Foundation, Settlement, 
and what fhall we fay, to prove they can 
be Friends to the FPerfons that are not 
Friends to their Title, that they can be fup- 
pos'dto Uphold the Fabrick, viz. The 
Family, who are for Deftroying the Foune- 
coher ee om A& of Succeffion. 
vch Myfterious Gentlemen the 
that their Abftrufe Exorick Projets, ne 
capable of ten bad Conftruétions to one 
that is probuble, that they lay their Dee 
figns fo wide, thac it muft require Charie 
ty, notto Condsmn them even unheard.

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has more faid to it than the Argument it 


carried with it requir’d, and is thus en- 


sarg’d upon, only for the fake of the Weak, 


and thofe People, which in the remo- 


teft parts of the Country are carried a- 
way with the fpecious Face of the Propo- 
fal, viz.

fail in ; fo the rejeéting this plaufible Pro- 
pofal makes no Breach of it. 

Itremains for me to ftate the Cafe of the 
prefent Succeffion, which I fhali do with all 
the Candor of an Englifh Subjeét, devoted in 
Allegiance to the Queen’s Majefty fir/t, 
and after Her, to the next of the Blood- 
Royal of Hannover. I call it Royal, be- 
caufe by the Princefs Eleétrefs Dowager, 


_they are {prung from the Royal Stem of 


EnglifhKings,but more particularly,becaufe 
they are made fo by the Influence of an A& 


of an Englifh Parliament grafting theEnglifb . 


Crown upon the Stock of that Family; 
which Englifh Crown has Royalty enough, 
Honour, Dignity and Value enough to ju- 
ftify the Title ¥ prefumeto give. To this 
Blood-Royal, I fay, nexc after the Queen, 
her Majefty failing of iffue of her own, 
which yer it is not quite late enough to de- 
fpair of, the Allegiance of every- true En- 
glifh Subject is devoted, and as fuch a Sub- 
ject I fhall attempt co ftate this Cafe, fo 
asif poffible to put it out of farther doubt, 
and ftop the Mouths of this Party. 

The Settlement of the Succeffion of the 
Crown of England upon the Houfe of Han- 
nover, no Maa now is to queftions the 
Lawfulnefs no Man dare, and the Neceffity 
no Man.can reafonably Debate ; the Con- 
venience -of it. to our Circumftance, no 
wife Man can argue againft ; and the Blef- 
fings we have great Reafon to expeét under 
the Government ot fuch a Succeffion of 
Princes as that Family already fhines with, 
are a wonderful Satisfattion to ali thofe that 
with well to their Pofterity, who in all pro- 
babilicy are to find the benefit of it. 

As to the Matter of fixing the Heir to 
refide here, } have anfwer’dalready, can 
have no tignification in the Matter of Secu- 
rity,becaufe ouf Security depends upon the 
very Authority that gave that Houle the 
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Let me conclude this Subjeét,which J think 


ie a and by whofe Authority, their Suc- 
ceffion is Secur’d; Parliamentary Authority 
is a Security to them, that they fhalt enjoy 
the Crown, but that the Prefence of thofe™ 
Princes fhould be a Security to this Parlia- 
mentary Power, is a fcandalous Suggeftion, — 
that too much derogaves from the Power 
on which the Title of thofe Princes is found- 


e . 

If thefe Authorities had not Power to 
defend the Succeffion, their Power to give 
it would have little value in it; for Right 
has always fo much Dependance on Power,. 
that whenfoever it lofes that Power, it finks 
fo low, that it lofes its Name, and is in a 
manner no more Right, tho’ I do not grant 
that it is the lefs Right neither. If the 
Power of the Houfe of Hannover had been 
fuperiour to Parliamentary, they would, 
and indeed might in one Senfe have claim’a 
the Crown, they being really next in Pro- . 
teftant Proximity 5 but as the Legal Settle- 
ment, and the Power to maintain that Set- 
tlement, remain’d beth in one hand, it 
cahnot be that our Security depends there; 
but their Security, I mean of the Princes of. 
Hannover, depends on us-here, 

The Matter of Security then being thus. 
fallen to che Ground, there are but two. 
Cafes now before us, viz. Cuftom and 
Courtefy. v 

1. As to Cuftom, it is dire@ly againft it; 
Princes have always declin’d feeing the’ 
Succeffor always at theic hands jt looks 
like building the Monument before they are 
dead, like bringing the Coffin into the 
Houle, “tis a perpetual Memento Mori, 
wrote upon every Aétion .of Life, and ree 
peated every two Minutes im the Ear; “tis 
putting daily Mortifications and Retorts 
upon the Fancy, and glutting it with the 
Chagrin and Melancholy Thoughts of 
Death in Fageign Parts ; indeed it has been 
avoided upun Political Accounts; but in 
this Cafe, it only refpeéting Cuftom and- 
Decency, ought ia all Cafes to be warily 
avoided. 

2. As to Courtefy, 1. We are morally 
affur’d thofe People do not. profecute this 
Propofal, in Courtefy and Refpe& to the 
Houle of Hannover. 2. Nor dol thinkl 
err ia point of..Charity, if I fay this Mos 

tion 
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tion of that Party, fo excentrick and con- 
trary to themfelves in all other things, 
gives me a firm belief that-they torefaw it 
wes the propereft way to prevenc the u- 
jual Civilities this Nation might be ex- 
petted to fhew to the Houfe of Hannover 5 
tho’ in that Fam fully perfwaded they wiil 
be alfo miftaken. The ZEnglifb Govern- 
ment is not like fome Governments in the 
World,that cannot bear the Neighbourhood 
of their Sacceflors for fear of Ufurpation; 
Such is che Corruption of Mankind, and the 
General Depravation, has fpread to fucha 
hight ; Nature has receiv’d {uch a Univerfal 
Taint, that Jealoufies have fpread into the 
neareft Relations ; Fathers have been jea- 
lous of their own Children; and we bave 
fume Inftancés even of Men murthering 
their own Flefh and Blood on thefe Ac- 
counts, befides what we find among the 
Turks—And if I fhouid Inftance very near 
home, I have fich Authority on my fide; 
as few People queition 3 but that Inftance 
of the King Spain, is frefh in every Man’s 
Memory, and even ig the prefent Affairs of 
France, we have had the Condutt of that 
Court always reprefented to us, as jealous 
of the Dauphine, and that given as aRea- 
fon why that Prince has yet made no great 
Figure in the World. 

But the Proteftant Religion, as well a3 
the Conftitution of this Kingdom, we hope 
knows.no fuch Barbarities ; her Majelty 
has wedded the Englifh Conftitution, and 
is fo Chary and Tender of their Liberties, 
and fo hearty in feeking the Profperity of 
her People, that there is no reom to fear 
any one fhould rival her inthe Affettions of 


her Subjects ;. the Value and Regard the. 


Peopte of England have to their Proteftant 
facceding Princes, is a Growing, Riting 
Principle ; but it rifes from, and grows in 
their prefent Loyalty and A ffeétion to their 
Soveraign, and it cannot deftroy its Orig'e 
nal without defroying it elf. "The Alcer- 
native is plain in the whole Nation. They 
that repine ac the Succeffion, that {peak 
flightingly of the Family of Aunnover, who 
are they? even the fame that Curfe the Re- 
volution 5 -that call the Queen's Title a 
Right de Fa@o 3 that think the Crown be- 
longs to another, and that with him the 
Poffeiiion. Again, they that refufe to {wear 
to the prefent Eftablifhment ; and they 
tat having fworn, a& and {peak againft

it, whoare they ? Even the fame that c 
the Houfe of Hannover, and tell us of 
Dutch Kings, and the like. 
Again, Security of both thefe Branches — 
are the fame. Thofe that adhere to the — 
Queen, by the fame Rule, plgce the Con- 
tinvation of the prefent Felicity we enjoy 
under her in the Succeffion of that Illuftri- 
ous Race. They that have the Hopes of 
their Pofterity’s Happinefs fix’d on the’ 
Houle of Hannover, have yet the prefent 
Enjoymeut fix’d on the Profperity, Hap- 
pinefs, and Satisfaétion they enjoy inher 
Majefty’s Government, and this mutual 
Connexion, prevents all manner of Jea- 
louiies; every Proteftant in the Nation de 
pendsupon the Succeilion of thefe Princes 
as their future HappinefS; but no true 
Proteftant in the Nation , looks any far- 
ther than the Queen for thair prefent 
Happinefs, Soall manner of Jealou- 
fies are remov’d in their Caufts. The 
Queen difcovers her Satisfaétion in their 
Succeeding 5 They theirs in her Majefty’s 
Reigning. Here canbe no Regret on ei- 
ther Side, all is removed by our Succeffion 
being Eftablifh’d by Aét of Parliament 3 e- 
very thing takes its Legal Courle, accord- 
ing to Conftitution-Settlement ; and God 
be praifed no Human Power can alter it. 
From this happy Regulation, there can 
be no Diffatisfaétion at Abfence on one 
hand , or Want of Security on the other 
hand; and they that would put thefe things 
sa due Courfe, are plain Enemies to 
th.
